CITY TO ABANDON 
HARBOR BOAT AS

First Will Maks: Sure of Other 


Ways of Getting Its

City officials decided today to 
discontinue operation of the city 
harbor boat, Erastus Wells, as a 
measure of economy. Cost of run- 
nin - the vessel has been $51,000 a 
year. 

Before striking this item from 
the budget for the new fiscal year 
the city will make sure that it can 
find, adequate substitutes for the 
essential services of the boat. 

Principal activities of the craft 
have been.to wash mud and refuse 
from the city levee after high wa- 
ter and to tow barges for the city 
occasionally. Comptroller Nolte be- 
lieves the Fire Department, aided 
by laborers, could clean the levees. 
Private tugs could be employed to 
haul refuse and garbage ‘barges 
when necessary. The cost of such 
service is to be ascertained. 

Infrequently the Erastus Wells 
has been called on to fight river 
front fires or to remove people 
from islands and isolated places in 
flood time. It has had a variety 
of miscellaneous duties.. Formerly 
it was used often in summer for 
excursions of city officials, politi- 
cians, the Municipal Opera cast, 
conventions, orphans and play- 
grourd children. In récent years 
such use has been limited. The

Recalls State and U. S.

SACRAMENTO, Calif., April 21. 
-—-Governor James Rolph Jr., re- 
fused today to grant the pardon 
plea Mayor James J. Walker aad 
others of New York made last De- 
cember on behalf of Thomas J. 
Mooney, convicted San Francisco 
parade bomber. 

Commenting on his decision the 
Governor first reviewed his study 
of the case and stated he ap- 
proached the hearing of Mooney’s 
pardon application, presented by 
Mayor Walker “with an open mind 
and in a spirit of absolute fairness 
and without any bias or prejudice 
of any kind against Thomas J. 
Mooney.” 

Recalls Previous Decisions. 

He stated Matt I. Sullivan, his 
legal adviser, made a thorough 
Study of all evidence available in 
the case and rendered a report set- 
ting forth basic facts ‘‘material to 
the application, disclosed by our 
investigation.” 

The Governor recalled that 
Mooney's case had been presented 
to the State Supreme Court on 
four occasions and once to the 
United States Supreme Court. 

He also recalled that three Gov- 
ernors preceding him, William D. 
Stephen, Friend W. Richardson 
and C. C., Young denied Mooney’s 
application for a pardon. 

“For the reasons indicated,” the 
Governor stated, ‘‘the application 
of Thomas. Mooney for a pardon 
is hereby denied.” 

No mention was made of com- 
muting Mooney’s life sentence. 
Mooney is serving in San Quentin 
prison. 

This denial of clemency means 
that Mooney must continue to 
serve his life sentence. 

Mooney was convicted of plac- 
ing the bomb that killed 10 per- 
sons and injured 40 others during 
the 1916 Preparedness day parade 
in San Francisco.

Recommendations of Advisory

The recommenwtations, ‘which are 
in effect the announcement of 
duties imposed by the Governthent, 
will come into operation at mid- 
night April 25. 
The duties on semi-finished steel 
will be 38 1-3 per cent. 
With: the applicatidn of the new 
duties, the three orders made un- 
der the abnormal imiportations act, 
which imposed an ad valorem duty 
of 50 per cent on certain classes 
of goods, will be revoked. 
Commodities subject to duty un- 
der those orders will then become 
subject to the 10 per cent duty un- 
der the general tariff, and most of 
them will be subject to additional 
dutiés under the new order, 
A total duty of 20 per cent will 
be imposed on nearly all manufac- 
tured g00ds imported into Great 
Britain after midnight April 25.

15 KILLED WHEN CEILING 
OF COURT ROOM COLLAPSES 


Roof of Palace of Justice at Bastia, 
Corsica, agtony Way While Trial 
Is in Progress. 
By the Associated Press, 
BASTIA, Corsica, April 21.—Fif- 
teen persons, including two attor- 


neys, were killed in the collapse of 
a ceiling in a correctional court in 
the Palace of Justice today while'a 
trial was in progress. 

The roof caved in and carried 
two floors with it. 

Troops were immediately called 
and many of the injured, including 
the Judges and spectators in the 
wrecked rooms, were rescued. 

It is thought that others are still 
in the debris and the search was 
carried on throughout the after- 
noon. 

The exact number of persons in 
the building at the time of the 
accident has not been determined. 

The Palace of Justice is a mas- 
sive marble structure, and the roof 
collapsed on the audience chamber, 
which is called the Hall of Bees 
after the Napoleonic symbol. The 
chamber was empty but the debris 
gathered force and fell to another 
floor which in turn collapsed on the 
courtroom filled with spectators 
and lawyers, all of whom were en- 
gulfed in masonry.

WASHINGTON, April 21. — The 
Senate Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee decided in a stormy secret 
session this afternoon. to go for- 
ward with its inquiry into New 
York Stock Exchange practices. 

Chairman Norbeck (Rep.), South 
Dakota, was obviously excited 
when he emerged from the session 
to confront a group of reporters. 
Without waiting for questions to 
be asked, Norbeck shouted that the 
investigation would go on. 

“T say with all the emphasis at 
my command that the investigation 
will be carried to the limét,” he 
said. 

Norbeck declined to say what 
had occurred in the committee, but 
from other sources it was learned 
that Senator Walcott (Rep.), Con- 
necticut, the chief sponsor of the 
investigation, had favored abandon- 
ing it. The committee overruled 
him. 


A few minutes earlier, on mo- 
tion of Norbeck, the committee 
voted without dissent to make pub- 
lic the names of market short sell- 
ers recently obtained by subpena 
from the Stock Exchange. 


William A. Gray, of counsel to 
the committee, handed out a list 
of about 350 names which the law- 
yers had taken from the much 
larger record supplied to the com- 
mittee. These were the names of 
persons who on April 8 had a short 
interest of as much as 2500 shares. 
The list gave the names of the 
traders and the amount of their 
short sales, with the names of the 
stocks. No addresses were in- 
cluded. 

Reporters See Names of “Bears.” 

At the same time, reporters were 
given access to the projecting ma- 
chine by which the names of the 
“bears” had been obtained from 
the photograpic film furnished by 
the Stock Exchange. 


The film, like a motion picture 
reel, contained the record of short 
sales as shown on printed receipts 
of the Stock Exchange Clearing As- 
sociation., Each receipt, about the 
size of a bank check, recorded a 
separate transaction. It showed 
the name of the broker, the name 
of the.trader, the stock traded in, 
either by name or symbol, and the 
number of shares sold. 

The name of no Government of- 
ficial appeared on the list. There 
were many names of women, 
Transactions ran all the way from 
10 shares—there were many of 
this small size—up to 39,000 Gen- 
eral Motors sold by T. M. Howell 
through Thomson and McKinnon.

Rules on Borrowing. 
“Is there a rule that a broker 
may not borrow more money on 
his customers’ stock than he has 
lent his customers?” Asked Gray. 
“Yes, sir,” replied the witness. 

To further questions, Whitney 
said that if a customer bought 
5000 shares of stock selling at 
$100, the usual margin on the 
$500,000 transactio-r would be 
$100,000 or 20 per cent. 

If the margin was $100,000, said 
Whitney, the broker could not use 
the stock to borrow over $400,000, 
and if the margin was $200,000 the 
broker could not use it to borrow 
over $300,000. } 
Whitney said the rules of the

Chairman Norbeck of the com- 
mittee observed that the State Leg- 
islature had taken the initiative in 
this matter and the exchange had 
had to follow suit.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 21.— 
An increase in the State tax levy on 
realty and personal property in 
Missouri from 12 cénts to 15 cents 


—an increase in rate of 25 per cent 
—has been certified to the various 
counties by State Auditor L D. 


Thompson for 1932 taxes. 


The increase in rate is due chief- 
ly to the recent action of the State 
Board of Equalization in reducing 
the assessments or realty and per- 
sonal property approximately $451,- 
000,000: 

While the rate is increased 25 
per cent, the actual increase in 
taxes paid under the new rate will 
be only about 12 per cent, due to 
the reduction in assessed valua- 
tions. The net increase in taxes to 
be paid under the new rate, based 
on estimates of the final assessed 
valuation for 1932, will be about 
$750,000. 

The rate, which is applied to 
each $100 of assessed valuation, in- 
cludes 5 cents for State general 
revenue fund, 6 cents for interest 
and retirement of Missouri Soldier 
bonus bund, 3 cents for the Mis- 
souri Blind. pension fund, and 1 
cent for the payment of interest on 
certificates of indebtedness to the 
State school fund. 

The rate for soldier bonus bonds 
was increased from 4 cents to 6 
cents by the State Auditor, who has 
power under the law to levy what- 
ever rate is necessary to meet the 
annualerequirements for the bonus 
bond interest and sinking fund. The 
1 cent for interest on certificates 
of indebtedness was atuhorized by 
the last Legislature. The levy was 


not applied in 1929, 1930 and 1931 
because the surplus in the interest 
fund was sufficient to* meet re- 
quirements in those years. Rein- 
statement of the levy was necessary 
after this surplus was exhausted. 
Of the soldier bonus bonds, $10,- 
180,000, of the original issue of 
$18,600,000 are outstanding. The 
State voted $15,000,000 of such 
bonds in 1921 and a supplemental 
issue of $4,600,000 in 1924. Of the 
latter iss@e $1,000,000 in bonds 
were not sold. Each Missourian in

City Plans Tax Rate of $2.74 Against 


$2.71 Last Year. 
+ To offset the State tax rate in- 
crease in St. Louis, the city plans 
to increase its sinking fund tax 
rate by only 2 cents instead of 5 
cents. 

As a result, the total tax rate 
in St. Louis this ‘year will be $2.74 
on the $100 valuation, unless tax- 
payers succeed in getting a reduc- 
tion of the city’s rate for general 
purposes. Last year the total rate 
here was $2.71. 

The new rate expected to be em- 
bodies in a bill soon to be sub- 
mitted to the Board of Aldermen 
will be divided as follows: General 
city purposes, $1.27; Public Library, 
4 cents; City Art Museum, 2 cents; 
Forest Park Zoo, 2 cents; city sink- 
ing fund, 39 cents; schools, 85 
cents; State, 15 cents. 

The Real Estate Exchange has 
urged its members to oppose any 
increase in the tax rate before the 
Board of Aldermen. The board 
could comply now only by reducing 
the city’s general tax rate from 
$1.27.

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DAWES ATTACKS BONUS 

IN, DISCUSSION ' OF

The early part of Dawes’ testi- 
mony related to the operation of 
the Finance Corporation. In an- 
swer to critics, who claimed that 
the big banks, insurance companies 
and: railroads had received the 


-most benefit from the corporation, 


Dawes declared that the bulk of 
bank loans. in number and amount, 
had gone to small banks. 

During the 11 months of the cor- 
poration’s existence, he sald, 69 per 
cent of. the banks which had bort- 
rowed money from the corporation 
were situated in towns of less than 
5000 population, and almost 90 per 
cent of the borrowing banks were 
in towns of 25,000 population or 
less. Only 5,3 per cent of the 
money loaned, he said, was to 
banks in cities of 1,000,000 or 
more. 

The corporation, he summarized, 
had authorized loans to 1757 insti- 
tutions, aggregating $370,437,000, 
of which $285,456,000 was dis- 
bursed to borrowing institutions. 
Repayments, he said, amounted to 
$11,384,263. : : 

Answering questions of Congress- 
men, Dawes said that he firmly ex- 
pected that the corporation, in the 
long run, would. return a profit, 
perhaps substantial, to the Govérn- 
ment, 

The interest rate, he said, was 
usually 6 per cent on railroad 
loans and 5% per cent on bank 
loans, 

“Let the corporation go on for a. 
while,” he pleaded. “If we make 
mistakes, wait until the business re- 
ra eo sets in and then give us 

ell,” 

The Patmann bill, Dawes an- 
swered to questions, would have a 
profound effect on the work of the 
Finance Corporation and business 
in general, Its passage, he said, 
would result in the destruction of 


i the credit of the United States and 


would cause the withdrawal of 
hundreds of millions of dollars of 
foreign deposits. 

“The trouble with this country,” 
he shouted, “is the mixing of poli- 
tics with business. If you pass 
this bill you will start to under- 
mine the foundation of our cur- 
rency. We already know what lack 
of confidence has done- to busi- 
ness. Between 1929 and 1931 bank 
deposits fell off more than $9,000,- 
000,000. Lack of confidence was 
the reason. We have the basis for 
a return of confidence. The money 
is here. What we need is confi- 
dence for credit expansion. 

“Look out,” he continued at the 
top of his voice, “look out, when 
you tamper with the problem of 
currency.” 

From “Looking Backward.”’ 

When Representative Hill of 
Washington asked what means he 
would suggest for getting currency 
into circulation, Dawes replied with 
an illustration of credit expansion 
taken from Edward Bellamy’s 
“Looking Backward,” which he de- 
scribed as a “damn smart book.” 
He related how bank credit on real 
estate was pyramided. Bellamy, 
however, had used the illustration 
to show how the credit structure 


I'might become topheavy and lead 


to a panic. Dawes, vsing one of 
his favorite phrases, said that mass 
attitude determined the fate of the 
credit structure. 

The picturesque showman-states- 
man was bitter in his denunciation 
of Wall street and Wall street spec- 
ulation. Compared with the rest of 
the country he said Wall street waa 
a peanut stand whose operations 
were magnified out of all propor- 
tion to their real value. 

“Yet people look down on those 
operations,” he added, “as though 
they were the whole business of the 
country. It is only peanut gam- 
bling.”’ 

Refuses to Commit Himself. 

Dawes refused to commit himself 
on what policy he would follow in 
making loans to railroads still pay- 
ing dividends. The question on 
this point apparently related to the 
application of the Pennsylvania

The returns show that about four 


out of five companies have reduced 
salaries and wage rates in the last 
two years. An unweighted aver- 
age of the amount of reduction in- 
dicates executives have had their 
compensation cut on the average 
about 20 per cent. Routine salaries 
have shown an average reduction 
of about 15 per cent, and wage 
rates about 13 per cent. 

The companies questioned em- 
ployed about 2,160,000 during 1929. 
During 1930 and 1931 they cut this 
employment 26 per cent. 

On a straight comparison with 
the decline in costs of things the 
Wage earner has to buy, the 13 
per cent wage cut compares with a 
decline of 20.7 per cent from Octo- 
ber, 1929, to February, 1932, in the 


and the cost of living shows that 


hours worked per week have been 


cut to 37.5 in February, 1932, from 
an average of 48.4 during 1929. 
Also, average actual earnings in 
1929 were $28.52 a week, accord- 
ing to the board's index, as com- 


pared with $19.51 in February, | 


1932. 

Thus hours worked per week de- 
clined 22 per cent, and actual earn- 
ings fell 31 per cent. 7 

When these two declines and the 
reductions in wage rates are com- 
pared with the drop in living costs, 
the board’s statistics show that the 
real purchasing power of the av- 
erage industrial wage earner was 
14.6 per cent less in February, 
1932, than during 1929. 

The board says fadditieds of sal- 
aries and wages have not been in- 
fluenced appreciably by the labor 
policy of the employer as to union 
or open shop.

Son of Secretary Lamont Says 
Russia Is Vast Potén- 
tial Market. 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, April 21.—A convic- 


tion that American officials and 
business men should change their 
policy, toward commerce with 
Soviet Russia was expressed yester- 


day by Robert P. Lamont Jr., son 
of the United States Secretary of 
Commerce, after surveying the 
country’s cattle-raising industry at 
the invitation of the Soviet Govern- 
ment. 

He came to Russia about a 
month ago from his 15,000-acre 
ranch in Colorado and made a 
léngthy report on cattle-raising 
conditions, with specific recom- 
mendations of methods necessary 
for development of the industry. 
But he said the question of whether 
he would undertake to direct the 
industry would not be discussed, if 
at all, until he returned to the 
United States, 

The administrators of the Soviet’s 
large cattle farms were insuffi- 
ciently trained in modern ranching 
methods, he said. He indicated 
that he had recommended the em- 
ployment of American livestock ex- 
perts to take charge of the indus- 
try, or the training of Soviet ranch- 
efs in the United States. 

“The sooner Soviet Russia builds 
up itself the better off the rest of 
the world will be,” he said. 

This country would be a vast 
market for foreign goods for some 
time, he added, and the faster it 
developed the most goods it would 
need. ‘ 

Reiterating that his visit was 
without political significance, he 
critici the attitude of many in 
the United States in withholding 
long-term credit facilities for Soviet 
purchases and measures against 
Soviet exports to the United States. 

He thought American. business 
men were “cutting off their noses 
to spite their faces” by failing to 
graps opportunities for extensive 
trade with Russia. 

“Personally I should like to see 
these boys get on their feet,” La- 
mont added. 

He found two pressing needs fac- 
ing the Soviet livestock industry— 
better stock and more efficient 
management. The present herds 
were of a poor quality and he said 
they would have to be replaced 
with finer breeds for the maximum 
production of beef. 

He expressed enthusiasm about 
the possibility of large scale de- 
velopment of cattle raising here. 
He described the area in the Cau- 
casus, in which he spent two weeks, 
as “the best-looking cattle country 
I ever saw.”

He Expresses Views Before Inter- 
national Society for Crippled 
Children. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., April 21.— 
Addressing the International So- 
ciety for Crippled Children here 
yesterday, Gov. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt of New York, candidate for 


the Democratic presidential nomi- , 


nation, said economies in Govern- 
ment should not be brought about 
at the expense of public welfare. | 

While present economic condi- 
tions necessitate curtailment of 
some administrative functions, he 
said it is economically unwise to 
slash budget items for welfare 
work. This applies especially, he 
said, to the care and development 
of the crippled children. 

“IT don’t suppose any one is op- 
posed to economy,” he said in his 
address, “and I have come to 
realize that in the last few years 
we have spent rather too liberally 
for government. But in the mad 
scramble for economy there is 
danger that the community may 
be brought to suffer, and that fu- 
ture generations may be made to 
suffer, also. Work for crippled 
children is, at least in part, Gov- 
ernment work. I would not like 
to see it wholly Government work, 
but there are many of its phases 
which can be done best by Govern- 
ment. I hope the people seeking 
to cut expenses of Government will 
not lop off the essential work for 
crippled children.” 

He said some thought might be 
given the suggestion that large- 
scale employers hire one cripple to 
every 100 healthy employes.

Miss Jeanne nne Vical Will 


Compete in Paris Try- 
Outs Scheduled for Mid- 


June.

Jeanne Vical may be petite, but 
she has great aspirations. She 
hopes to become 4 member of 
France’s women’s Olympic fencing 
team and will leave for Paris to 
participate in the mid- June trials 
as soon as she finishes her teaching 
duties at Mary Institute. Miss Vi- 
cal’s father, Capt. Charles I. Vical, 
will depart for New York this week 
to witness the preliminaries of the 
United States Olympic fencing 
trials. 

It may seem odd that Miss Vical 
should strive for a.place on the 
French squad, rather than the 
American, but this is due to the 
fact that, although she has lived 
in 8st. Louis since 1920, she has 
not been naturalized. She likes 
fencing so well that she has or- 
ganized the girls at Mary Institute 
and teaches them the fine points 
of the art after classes have been 
excused, 

Alike in Ability. 

Apparently there is no great dif- 

ference in the ability of the father 
and daughter, and Jeanne has met 
with as much success in her field as 
Capt. Vica] has in his. The father 
started teaching the daughter when 
she was 12 years old and the first 
real evidence of her skill came eight 
years later, when she made a post- 
Olympic tour in France and won 
the international championships at 
Ostende and Dieppe in 1928, - 
She has been prepared carefully 
by her father, for the exacting trials 
of qualifying for the French | « 
Olympic team, to such an extent 
that she is almost certain of a 
place. Especially does Jeanne 
know that the finesse taught «by 
the old masters is most important, 
particularly on the defensive. It 
seems that the modern fencers sac- 
rifice fine defense work in an effort 
to touch their opponents quickly. 
This often results in simultaneous 
touching. 

The expert fencer is familiar with 
three weapons, the foil, the epee or 
dueling sword and the saber. The 
first two are used only for touches, 
while the saber is made to touch 
and to cut. - Also the foil is the 
lightest of the three and the saber, 
the heaviest. The difference in 
weight has been due to the rise of 
three schools, the French, the 
Italian and the German. The last- 


adept with the saber, because as a 
rule the German fencers are more 
robust and can handle a heavy 
weapon with ease. Conversely, the 
Italian schoo] favors the dueling 
sword, relying upon a straight arm 
and wrist motion to parry the ad- 
versary’s thrusts. 

The lighter foil has caused the 
French school to depend upon in- 
stantaneous action by the fingers 
and upon a straightening of the 
half-bent arm, known as the lunge. 
Of course the eight primary par- 
ries require a suppleness of the 
wrist and forearm to enable the 
fencer to handle any of the three 
weapons skillfully. 

The ability to fence equally wéll 
with the foils, dueling swords and 
the saber is such that Miss Vical 
confidently hopes to return from 
France as a member of the Olympic 
team ready to compete for the 
Olympic title at Los Angeles on 
Sunday, July 30.

Mills made his views known in a 
letter to Chairman Oddie of the 
Senate subcoramittee in charge of 
the Treasury Department appro- 
priation bill as the House Economy 
Committee, renewed its efforts to 
complete a program by which $200,- 
000,000 can be saved next year in 
Government expenditures. 

The Treasury Department head 
recommended enactment of Presi- 
dent Hoover’s proposal for a five- 


day week for employes peid-by-the- 
day and of a month’s furlough 
without pay for employes on an 
annual basis. 

Without provision for the fur- 
lough plan, Mills added, “the alter- 
native is a shocking one.” He said 
it would mean “upwards of 6000 
employes,” nearly 80 per cent of 
whom are stationed outside of 
Washington, would “be turned out 
on to the streets by the Govern- 
ment of the United States.” 
“Without Impairing Efficiency.” 
Estimating the 10 per cent cut 
| would result in a saving of $14,- 
000,000 for the Treasury Depart- 
ment, Mills said the Hoover pro- 
gram promises a greater reduction 
“without impairment of Govern- 
ment efficiency and without the in- 
tolerable hardship which dismissal 
would inflict on thousands of Amer- 
ican families.” 

If the 10 per cent appropriation 
cut is adopted, the Treasury Secre- 
tary recommended that it not be 
applied to employes of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. He said the sal- 
ary and expenses of each agent av- 
erage $3716 a year, while in the} 
last fiscal year each one recom- 
mended additional taxes amounting 
to $105,000. | 

Assuming that half of the tax 
recommended was collected, Mills 
said “in order to save $3716 in sal- 
ary and expenseg we would sacrifice 
$52,500 in taxes.”” He added addi- 
tional taxes recommended might be 
reduced by $95,000,000. 

, About New Postoffices. 

Another recommendation was! 
| that letting of contracts for a num-, 
| ber of postoffices be suspended. He 
|said cities had been able to get 
‘along on the old structures and 
_could do so fora while longer, and 
added: “What is sacred about a new 
postoffice in times like these?” 
Speaker Garner yesterday said 
flat 10 per cent cuts in appropria- 
tions were necessary because of 
lack of real co-operation by de- 
partment heads in pointing out the 
best places to reduce. 

Later, Chairman McDuffie an- 
nounced the Economy Committee 
planned to submit an omnibus re- 
trenchment bill to the House next 
Wednesday. 

The Alabama Democrat said he 
would seek a special rule to have 
the economy measure placed on 
the $20,000,000 legislative supply 
bill that provides for salaries of 
members of Congress. 

Should the House fail to adopt a 
rule limiting consideration of the 
omnibus bili, which embodies much 
of President Hoover’s economy pro- 
gram, the measure will be thrown 
wide open for amendments. 

McDuffie said he would go be- 
fore the Rules Committee as soon 
as his group completed the omni- 
bus bill and ask for right of way 
to take it up Wednesday. 

Action on Veterans’ Provisions. 

The committee yesterday elimi- 
nated provisions affecting World 
War veterans that had been esti- 
mated to save $28,000,000 a year. 
Others of President Hoover’s pro- 
posals to cut the cost of the vet- 
erans’ administration by $30,000,- 
000 were approved. 

The committee agreed to strike 
out provisions affecting veterans 
after a tie vote. The American Le- 
gion and the Disabled American 
Veterans opposed the proposals. 
One would have prevented persons 
having incomes of $1500 if single, 
and $3500 if married, and $400 ad- 
ditional for each dependent, from 
being entitled to any allowance, 
pension or free hospitalization un- 
less suffering from combat disabil- 
ity. 

The other would have provided 
that no person receiving free treat- 
ment or subsistence in a Govern- 
ment hospital or home should re- 
ceive mor@ than $20 per month, if 
without dependents, or $75 a month 
if with @ependents, the difference 
to be applied to the support of such 
home or hospital.

British Laborite Criticises Omission 
of Debt Payment.

LONDON, April 21.—Failure of 
the national Government to pro- 
vide in the new budget for war 
debt payments to the United States 
has brought down on the admin- 
istration an attack from the Labor 
opposition.

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HOOVER PROGRAM 


In’ Address Here He Says 
Critics Largely Are Those 
Who Seek to Discredit 
President. 


A pléa for support of the ad- 
ministration’s program of depres- 
sion measures was voiced by Walter 
O. Woods, treasurer of the United 
States, in his talk~to members of 
the Rotary Club today at Hotel! 
Statler. 

Criticism of the administration, 
he said,.is inspired largely by those 
interested in discredjting it, and he 
urged his listeners to rise above 
political prejudices and if only in 
consideration of their selfish inter-j 
ests, “to stand loyally behind the 
President in his battle with the de- 
pression.” 

“All we need,” Woods said, “‘is 
to restore confidence. Imagination 
rules the world and just as it 
pushed to dizzy heights a few years 
ago, so now the pendulum has 
swung too far in the opposite di- 
rection.” 

He was sure that by this time 
the efforts of the Glass-Steagall 
bill, the operation of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation and 
other measures would have turned 
the tide against depression if it 
had not been for the public’s lack 
of confidence. 

Uncertainty over the tax bill, 
Woods said has a large part to play 
in preventing the return of confi- 
dence. He thought that when the 
revenue measure finally written 
it will adhere prefty closely to the 
Treasury's original program. 

“Before I left Washington,” 
Woods said, “Secretary Mills en- 
joined me to report that the big 
men in Congress, the really big 
men, ‘have joined hands with the 
Treasury in writing the tax bill. 

“And it looks as though after 
all, they are going to come back 
to the bill as originally prepared 
by the Treasury. When they do 
they will have written a tax meas- 
uré as scientific and as fair as can 
be.”’ 

“Soak the Rich” Policy. , 

Woods referred to the tenden¢y 
toward higher taxes on large i 
comes and estatesasthe “‘Soak the 
Rich” policy. This, he said, would 
defeat itself, because men of wealth 
would ‘invest their money in tax- 
exempt securities, 


“And you can’t criticise them for 
that,” he declared. “This matter 
of money is peculiarly personal. A | 
man is not going to invest his 
money and take risks of losing it, 
if the Government is going to come 
along after he makes a profit and 
take 40 per cent of it.’’ 

Recent developments, Woods 
clared, have proved the. foresi 
of “the venerable Andrew Mellon,” 
who thought the tax base was too 
narrow. ‘His successor, Secretary 
Mills, Woods said, holds the same 
belief. Mills he characterized as 
the “greatest tax man in the coun- 
try today,” and when it comes his 
time to leave office, he predicted, 
Mills will leate with a reputation 
“greater even than that of Mellon.” 

Opposes Bonus Proposal. 

Referring to the proposal for jm- 
mediate payment of the soldiers’ 
bonus, Woods said -the veterans 
should be “a little ashamed to ask 
for it,” in the present condition of 
the courtry’s finances. He com- 
pared the suggestion that the bonus 
be paid by a new issue of currency

U. S. Secretary of State At- 
tends Parley at Which 


French Oppose English 
‘Qualitative’ Plan. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Switzerland, April 21. 
—Secretary of State Henry L. Stim- 
gon and Premier Andre Tardieu‘of 
France reached a better under- 
standing of each other’s attitude 


toward disarmament today but 
they made no appreciable progress 
toward a definite agreement. 

These two statesmen, Prime Min- 
ister Ramsay MacDonald of Great 
Britain and Chancellor Heinrich 
Bruening of Germany got together 
briefly this afternoon. Stimson, 
MacDonald and Tardieu talked at 
the secretary’s villa before going to 
the conference hall, where they 
met Dr. Bruening. 

Stimson told Tardieu later, it was 
learned, that the American plan for 
reduction of arms would be based 
on each country’s needs for in- 
ternal police purposes; on its needs 
for national defense and its needs 
for protection of colonial posses- 
sions. The total would represent 
the approximate level of possible 
limitation. 

This is only a suggestion, Stim- 
son told him, and the United States 
is willing to consider all the other 
schemes which have been ad- 
vanced. Tardieu asked him what 
the American attitude would be in 
case of aggression or in case of 
economic blockade. Stimson re- 
plied that public opinion would de- 
termine his Government’s policy. 

Meantime the disarmament con- 
ference resumed its debate on the 
resolution for “qualitative” disar- 
mament presented yesterda, by Sir 
John Simon, British Foreign Sec- 
retary. 

Sir George Perley, Canadian del- 
egate, supported the Simon resol - 
tion warmly, declaring that the 
abolition of offensive w-:apons 
would increase confidence through- 
out the world, which would be the 
best guarantee of peace. 

“Qualitative” Disarmament. 

After an earlier conference with 
Stimson, Prime Minister MacDonald 
ended the arms conference session, 
arriving at the same time as Chan- 
cellor Bruening of Germany. They 
entered just before Ambassador 
Hugh Gibson, chief of the Ameri- 
can delegation rose to speak. 

Joseph Paul-Boncour, French 
delegate, had announced that 
France would be unable to accept 
Simon’s proposal in its present 


| form, 


Ambassador Gibson supported 
Simons resolution as in full har- 
mony with the American pr posal. 
He carefully explained that the 
American attitude was in no way 
intended to prejudice the French 
plan for security. 

Sean Lester, chief of the Jrish 
Free State delegation, supported 
Simon’s move. 

It was supported also by Litvin- 
off. Nicholas Titulescu of Ruma- 
nia delayed a decision by submit- 
ting a counter-resolution recogniz- 
ing the value of qualitative disarm- 
ament but recalling proposals by 
the French and others for fortify- 
ing the League of Nations. Four- 
teen delegations supported this 
proposal and debate was adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

Afterward Lord Londonderry of 
the British delegation was host at 
a luncheon to MacDonald, Stimson, 
Tardieu, Dr. Bruening, Sir John 
Simon, Grandi and Norman H. Da- 
vis, one of the United States del- 
egates.

DRASTIC REFORM 
PROGRAM URGED — 


At Conference vanes Unies State 
Finance Commissioner 
Cantley Outlines Plan to 
Avoid Centralized System 


Bankers of the Middle West and 
Far West opened a two-day confer- 
ence at Hotel Jefferson today un- 
der auspices of the savings banks 
division of the American Bankers’ 
Association. 

The meeting is attended by Wal- 
ter O. Woods, treasurer of the 
United States, who is to speak to- 
night at a banquet on President 
Hoover's anti-hoarding campaign. 
Hé spoke this noon at a luncheon 
at ‘Hotel Statlér on “How to Get 
Out of the Woods.” 

State Finance Commissioner 
Cantley of Missourl spoke at this 
morning’s session on the future of 
banking. That banks have failed 
in many cases to measure up to the 
confidence imposed in them, he 
said, was due primarily to inade- 
quate legislation for regulating 
them. 

“We are at the crossroads,” 
Cantley said, “and decisions and 
readjustments. are necessary if 
unit banking is to be preserved. 
Unless drastic reforms, state and 
national, are made possible of en- 
forcement, some centralized system 
is likely to be forced upon us.” 


Offers Recommendations. 


Cantley offered a program of 
specific recommendations, explain- 
ing that it might be opposed as too 
radical, but would at least serve as 
a basis for discussion. ~ 


His first recommendation was 
that the double liability of stock- 
holders, now applicable only to na- 
tional banks, should be applied to 
all banks, and the additional par 
value should be paid at the time 
of organization and set up ds a re- 
serve, Dividends on bank stock 
should be eliminated, he said, un- 
til conditions are more favorable. 

A definite distinction should be 
made, Cantley said, between com- 
mercial banks and savings banks,

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| NATIONAL SELF-KIDDING. 

A homely parallel, straight from the wooded hill 
country he represents, was used in. an address in 
the House 4 few days ago by Cong an William 
E. Barton of the Sixteenth Missouri District, to char- 
acterize the faith in tariffs as & panacea: “An old 
man in my country owned 4 large tract of timber 
land,” the former Judge recounted. “When he met 
adversity and became despondent, he resorted to the 
simple expedient of raising the price of the land. 
Of course, hé did not sell it; but it had the desired 
psychological effect, did he felt good over his néw 
wealth.” This idiosyncrasy he presented as similar 
to the doings of the Hawley-Smoot bill’s sponsors— 
“they simply raise the tariff, then wait for prosperity 
to return and listen for the péople’s praise.” 

It was oni the national trait of self-kidding that 
Mr. Barton laid his finger, and he might have eéx- 
tetided his andlogy to may other maniféstations. 
Thus, thé inflation of the late boot was paper pros- 
perity no less than the éccéntric Missotirian’s land 
appraisal; yet it made the country feel good, like 
him, over its “riew wealth.” The tariff, the drive on 
hodrders, the Fatin Board’s policies, the fiat curreticy 
proposal for paying the veterans—all are similar in- 
stances of attempted metital healing. Butthe self- 
kidders’ exhilarating chimeras always fade in the 
cold, gray dawn of economic reality. 
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DUE IN 1945. 

One of the arguments for full payment of the bonus 
is that the vetératis are merely asking for satisfac- 
tion of a debt long overdue. That is hardly true. 
Under the terms of the Adjusted Compensation Act 
of 1924, drawn with the co-operation and approval 
of veterans, they were given certificates which weré, 
in effect, 20-year paid-up endowment insurance poli- 
cies.

In order to provide for payment of the cértificates, 
the Government established a sinking fund, based 
on actuarial estimates, to which an annual appropri- 
ation of $112,000,000 was made. Veterans, as in the 
case of insurance policies, were permitted to borrow 
90 per cent of the certificatés’ reserve value. The 
ofdérly routine thus set up Was distiirbéd last year 
by the passage of a bill enabling véterans to borrow 
50 per cent of the certificates’ face value, at an it- 
terest rate not to exceed 44% per ceht. Considerably 
more thah 4 billitn dollars has been withdrawn under 
the 1931 law, and there remains to the veterans’ ac- 
‘count about $2;800,000,000 out of a total of $3,426,- 
768,507 worth of certificates issued. 

, We believe there was some justification, in view of 
the widespread distress, for the liberalization of the 
borrowing features of'the adjusted compensation law, 
though it might also be described as another instance 
of traditional Amefitan gratitude and générosity to 
thé couiitry’s ét-sbldiers. To attempt to violate the 
éhtire agréemient of 1924 and to claim thatthe cer 
tifichtés aré “debits long past Aue” is another matter, 
involving nothing less than the financial integrity of 
the Government and the soundness of the currency.

sécirity is physically itipossible. Moreover, would 
not any frantic stampede of private capital to tat- 
exempt securities, under the inexorable law of supply 
and demand; send the tax-etempt securities soaring 
to prices that would, in effect, wipe out their inivest- 
ment value? 
~ Thé average annual issues of new securities may bé 
judged by the year 1930, in which corporation, fat

The Lindbergh Case aiid the Press 


By Walter Lippmann. 


AA HE kidhadping of the Lindbergh baby has 
préesentéd a difficult tase té cofiicicn- 
tious American newspaper editors. They 


havé had; on the one hand, to consider the - 


enormous intérest of théir readérs in évery 
concéivable fact and tumor and, 6n the other 
hand, thé répeated requests Of Cel. Lind- 
berg that the plibiicdtion 6¢ cléws ana of 
héws of hil thovemetits be dvoided so de not 
to interfere with the tecovety Of the child. 
Last weék the United Press invited a large 
numbér of néwspaper editors to express their 
Opinions &s to the policy which ought to be 
pursued in reporting the case.

The tethest 
for séctécy rests tipon the assumption that 
thé ratisom Of the child involves not only 
“money but immunity. 
It is a national humiliation that the life 
of a child should depend upon so abject a 
surrender to the forces of organized crime. 
Therefore, while there is nod @dubt that 
Amertican sentiment would be virtually 
nanimous on a willingness to surrender to 
the kidnapers in order to recovér the child, 
responsible editors must hesitate at the 
thought of agreeing to any gefiéral rule 
which would establish a precedéht coinpei- 
ling them to become accomplices after thé 
fact itt crimed Of this sort. 
It follows that the request for secrecy to 
permit dealings with the kidnapers thust rest 
“Solely Upon Af appeal to the sympathy of 
the editets and their public. They can be 
fisked to té-opétrate on no Other ground than 
that the recovéry 6f the child is poignartiy 
dé re by the Anierican people. It is not 
theif diity to cdtitribute toward the immun- 
ity of the kidnapers.

It is to abandon the 
principle that the law must not be nullified 
and to ifvoke a principle of liberty which 
happens to bé profitable. 

I have said that phe Lindbergh kidnaping 
is a hatd case atid, thereforé, it does hot 
make 4 good precedent. Were the facts 
in the case 4 little different, a thuch mor4 
important and gefierél problem in newspaper 
policy would pbé raised. Lét ts syppose 
that, ifistead of trying to ransom the child 
with gold and immunity, we were dealing 
mefely with the efforts of the police to 
eatth 4 gang of criminals. That is, aftet 
all, the normal situation when 4 crime has 
beéh corimittéd. Kidnaping, because a child 
becomes the hostage for the safety of the 
criminals, is 4 crimé of a very special sort. 
In other crimes there is no doubt as to the 
necessity Of relentless pursuit. 

How far, under nofmal conditions, is it 
the function of the press to engage in the 
plirsuit and to give publicity to all the clews 
it can lay its hands on? The American 
newspaper tradition is quité different frori 
that of other countriés. Our newspapers feel 
free to publish what they can find out, and 
it is the habit of the police, chiefly because 
they like to stand well with the newspapers, 
to make the pursuit of criminals difficult by 
giving criminals all kinds of advance infor- 
mation. When a setisitional crifie has been 
committed, the Ameéricah detective Works in 
a blaze of piiblicity.

small communities which cannot 
support both types, for operation 
of saving and commercial depart- 
ments in one bank. .- 
Commercial banks, he said, 
‘should receive only demand depos- 
its, and should not pay interest on 
them. Savings banks should accept 
only time deposits and savings ac- 
counts upon which liberal time 
fimits for withdrawals should be 
imposed. Time and savings depos- 
its should not be loaned but in- 
vested in bonds of governmental 
units. 

Investment affiliates, Cantley 
said, should be completely divorced 
‘rom banks. He would give serious 
consideration to having savings 
banks pay not interest, but divi- 
dends, the depositor getting half 
of gross earnings, the bank the re- 
mainder. Instead of the present 
annual examination by stockhold- 
ers, he said, there should be an an- 
nual audit by approved account- 
ants who should also be practical 
bankers. 

Loans to Bank Officers. 

Loans of commercial banks, Cant- 
ley said, should be more strictly 
regulated, and loans to officers and 
directors should be refused, or 80 
restricted as to protect the bank 
beyond all doubt. The Finance 
Commissioner said he knew of few 
bank failures in which officers and 
directors had not borrowed from 
the bank. 

More rigid requirements for bank 
directors and more drastic regula- 
tion of their duties are needed, 
Cantley said. Dividends should be 
limited to the maximum legal in- 
terest rate fixed by the state, and 
surplus earnings should be held as 
a@ reserve. Real estate loans should 
be limited to first mortgages based 
upon 40 per cent of the appraised 
value. 

Membership in some form of 
clearing house established for de- 
fined territories, Cantley said, 
should be compulsory. _ Organized 
co-operation is the chief argument 
for branch banking and is even 
more valuable, he said, to the unit 
banker. 

Banking departments, Cantley 
said, should be removed from poli- 
tics and given authority to enforce 
their regulations. At present, he 
explained, supervising officials can 
criticise and recommend, but their 
only actual power is to close an 
offending bank, and that is destruc- 
tive rather than constructive. 
Guaranty laws, insuring bank de- 
posits, Cantley said, are neither 
feasible nor practical. The problem 
of banks, he said, resolves itself 
into good banking practices, and in 
the light of past experiences that 
means, he said, greater legal re-

Gaylord C. Cummin of Boston, 
Mass., president of the Muni 
Securities Service, spoke of ‘the 
safeguards banks need to adopt 
before investing in municipal se- 
curities under present conditions.

At the luncheon meeting Max B. 
Nahm, banker of Bowling Green, 
Ky., and a director of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of 8t. Louis, spoke 
of reconstruction financing. 

Says Business Is Better. 

Max B. Nahm, a banker of Bow!l- 
ing Green, Ky., and a director of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis, addressed the luncheon on 
Federal reconstruction .methods, 
declaring they have resulted in ‘a 
slump in the depression.” 

Banks have regained their stat- 
us of March, 1929, he asserted, 
when “things were pretty good.” 
Bank failures have ceased, Nahm 
added, ahd $250,000,000 in hoard- 
ed money has gone into them since 
the passage of the Glass-Steagall 
act. This bill'freed the gold sup- 
ply in this country, he said; so that 
it may not be threatened by any 
other nation. 

“Many of the bank failures dur- 
ing the first part of the depression 
were unnecessary,” Nahm asserted, 
“caused by communities -which 
committed financial suicide with- 
out any valid reason.”’ 

“Business is better today. 
price of commodities, 
corn and wheat, is Advancing. We 
hear there are 6,000,000 jobless 
men but not so much of the 50,- 
000,000 who have jobs.” 

Wood Netherland, president of 
the Federal Intermediate Credit 
Bank of St. Louis, spoke at the 
afternoon meeting. The financial 
needs of the farmer, Netherland 
said, are generally of two distinct 
sorts, his farm mortgage, or capital 
obligation, and his current debt, 
representing the funds he needs for 
operating purposes. 

The capital obligation, he said, 
should be provided by long-term, 
low-rate mortgages with the amer- 
tization feature such as are avail- 
able through land banks, life in- 
surance companies and other agen- 
cies. Such loans, he said, should 
have sufficient latitude to permit 
the farmer to meet his regular pay- 
ments, allowing a surplus to pro- 
tect him in unfavorable crop years. 

Pay Rent to Himself. 

“A most admirable way for the 
farmer to take care of his long- 
time obligation,” Netherland said, 
“is to pay rent to himself. Many 
farmers are working themselves 
out of debt by paying themselves 
the customary rental share of all 
proceeds from farm crops and live- 
stock, and using that fund for no 
other purpose than the payment of 
taxes and the ‘installments of in- 
terest and principal due on their 
farm loans. 

“If a farmer should find it 
necessary to borrow for produc- 
tion purposes on the security of 
growing crops he should hold out 
of the loan the customary land- 
lord’s share so that he will not be 
without funds with which to pay 
taxes and interest. Many tenant 
farmers live and get ahead on the 
tenant’s share of production.” 

Too much leniency in regard to 
payment of taxes has contributed 
materially, Netherland said, to the 
delinquency of farm mortgages. 
States having the most exacting 
tax laws, he said, are comparatively 
free from any considerable tax 
delinquency, and their farmers, as 
a whole, are in better financial po- 
sition. 

It would be the part of prudence, 
Netherland said, for farmers in 
need of money to “hire” it rather 
than “borrow” it. The farmer who 
“hires’”’” money, he said, should 
treat it as any other servant, have 
a definite idea of what he wants 
it to do, how long he expects to 
keep it employed, and whether he 
will be in a position to discharge 
it when its services are no Jonger 
needed. 

Netherland said it is a reflection 
on our national intelligence that so 
many Jack the necessities of life, 
although, with nominal effort, the 
average American family can find 
on the farm both a home and a 
job. 

“Millions of.our citizens tramp 
the streets,”. he said, “while mil- 
lions of acres of productive land 
are unoccupied. Surely one is the 
complement of the other. Perhaps 
this is because of the fallacious 
idea that more farmers add to the 
farm surplus, but the facts are that 
a large portion of farm products 
may be consumed on the farm. 

“Farming is one of the few vo- 
cations by which a man, on a prop- 
erly diversified farm, may use the 
products of his toil for the support 
and comfort of himself and his 
family with little addition from 
outside sources.”’

Laurence A. Tanzer, speaking for

An argument that so-called “tax- 
exempt,” securities are not legally 
exempt, and that the Federal 
Treasury is losing more than $100,- 
000,000 a year through its failure to 
tax income from that source, was 
presented today as the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee brought to a close 
the hearings on the new Dillion- 
dollar revenue Dill. 

A legal brief prepared by two 
New York tax specialists, Frederick 
Leubascher, attorney, and Joseph J. 
Wechsler, accountant, set out that 
the Supreme Court has never ex- 
pressly decided the question, and 


that the opinions indirectly ex-j| 


pressed by the majority in earlier 
cases are subject to revision. 
A IAberal Minority. 

Pointing out that in these cases 
the “liberal minority” of the cotrt 
dissented from the position that 
state and Federal Governments 
may not tax one another's securi- 
ties, the authors of the brief hint- 
ed broadly that a majority of the 
present Justices might be expected 
to uphold the view previously ex- 
pressed by the minority. 

“The sixteenth (income tax) 
amendment to the Federal Consti- 
tution neither expressly nor im- 
pliedly prohibits the taxation of 
income from municipal, state or 
Federal bonds,” Wechsler told. the 
committee. “There is no such pro- 
hibition elsewhere in the Constitu- 
tion, and only by implication and 
indirection has the Supreme Court 
forbade the taxation of Federal 
and state obligations. 

Growing Opposition. 

“There is a pronounced and 
growing opposition to exempting 
such securities from taxation, be- 
cause such exemption enables per- 
sons of large capital to escape their 
fair share of the tax burden, and 
imposes a proportionately greater 
share on citizens of modest means. 

“Taxation of governmental se- 
curities would not substantially im- 
pair the borrowing power of the 
Federal, state and municipal Gov- 
ernments, because such paper is 
purchased mainly for security “of 
principal; indeed, trust companies, 
insurance companies, savings banks 
and persons serving in trust ca- 
pacities are largely prohibited by 
law from purchasing anything 
else.”’ 

“People are going to gamble, and 
you know it, so why shouldn’t Un- 
cle Sam take the kitty?" he added. 

The candy, theater, soft drink 
and match dealers added their pro- 
tests to the taxes imposed by the 
House. The committee listened pa- 
tiently but with no apparent sign 
of sympathy.

SHARTEL DECLINES TO TEST 
LECLEDE GAS CO, CHARTER 


Cites Decision of Gentry on Similar 
Request When He Was At- 
torney-General,~ 

Attorney-General Shartel, ina 
letter received today by thé clerk 
of the Board of Aldermen, declined 
to act in the name of the State of 
Missouri in a proposed quo war- 
ranto proceeding to test the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. charter, under 
which it claims a perpetual fran- 
chise for use of the streets of St. 
Louis. The Aldermen on April 1 
passed ‘a resolution requesting the 
Attorney-General to take such ac- 
tion. A similar request was made 
four years ago by Mayor Miller, 
and was denied by N. T, Gentry, 
then Attorney-General. 

Shartel cites the reply made by 
Gentry, to whom he was at that time 
an assistant, and says he sees no 
reason for taking a different view. 
He says the ground of the request 
seems to relate to rates rather than 
to the validity of the franchise, and/ 
that rates are subject to the State 
Public Service Commission. 


SAYS INDUSTRY WILL CUT 
PAY IF GOVERNMENT DOES 


WASHINGTON, “April 21.—A 
prediction that if the Federal Gov- 
ernment reduces salaries of its em- 
ployes “every industry in the 
United States will do likewise,” 
was made in the Senate today by 
Senator Ashurst (Dem.), Arizona. 

“I know of three institutions al- 
ready—employers of labor,” he 
said, “who have announced reduc- 
tions and said that ‘following the 
example of Congress in reducing 
pay, we likewise reduce pay.’ ” 

Ashurst said that “for the tenth 
or eleventh time,” he was appeal- 
ing to the Senators “not to take 
counsel of despair, gloom and de- 
feat,”’ but to be optimistic and “‘be- 
lieve in America.”

CADIZ, O., April 21. — Snipers 
fired five shots from ambush at @ 
newspaper man and an Ohio Na- 
tional Guard officer early today in 
the Eastern Ohio coal mine strike 
area. None of the shots took ef- 
fect. The men shot at were Wil- 


liam C. Howells of the Cleveland 
Plain Dealer and Capt. Kenneth 
Kerr of Wilmington. 

Capt. Kerr said he was convinced 
the snipers thought he and How- 
ells were working miners, and that 
the shots were intended only to in- 
timidate them. At the time Capt. 
Kerr and Howells were approach- 
ing the Somers mine, near Adena, 
scene of recent rioting. 

At the first shot, Howells leaped 
from their automobile in the belief 
the snipers would cease firing if 
he and his companion established 
their identity. However, additional 
shots followed. The newspaper 
man and the officer then ran to 
the mine, where a National Guard 
outpost offered protection. 
Harrison County authorities an- 
nounced last night that five quarts 
of nitro-glycerine stolen from a 
torpedo company had been recov- 
ered, and two men arrested in con- 
nection with the theft. 

The pair held gave their names 
as Carl Unklesby and Fred Shaney, 
both of Jewett, a mining commu- 
nity 10 miles north of here, and 
which was shaken early yesterday 
by an explosion. Sheriff Maurice 
Wooster said the explosive was 
found under a trapdoor in the floor 
of a building used as a club by 
striking miners. A shotgun found 
there was confiscated. The offi- 
cers think the Jewett explosion, 
which did no damage, was of dy- 
namite stolen along with the nitro- 
glycerin. ‘ 

The several hundred National 
Guardsmen on duty in the strike 
area continued at their posts to- 
day.

Hug, who is a deputy in the of- 
fice of the State Automobile —Li- 
cense Department, denied he was 
negligent or that his dog was fe- 
rocious, as alleged. His counsel 
contends Hug kept the dog on a 
leash.

uched by Machine Age 


ITH most of our arts and 
sciences, trades and. crafts, 
even the domestic ones, being 
gobbled up by the machine, it is 
refreshing to come upon one busy 
hive of industry still holding out. 
At the corner of Cabanne avenue 
and Union boulevard stands one 
last stronghold against what many 
minds are beginning to see in 
mechanization menacing rather 
than a beneficent system of prog- 
ress. This is St. Philomena’s Tech- 
nical School, where girls are taught 
all branches of the domestic arts, 
with the idea of cultivating manual 
skill and mental resourcefulness. 
Especially are they taught the an- 
cient and honorable craft of the 
needle, held not in a metal vise 
but in the _ sensitive, intelligent 
grasp of human fingers. 

Almost 100 years ago—in 1834— 
St. Philomena’s was founded for 
the same purposes and conijucted 
with the same methods as exist 
there today. The first purpose is 
taking girls about to be rclcased 
from Catholic orphan hom-s at the 
age of 14, and training them in do- 
mestic crafts whereby they may 
earn their own living or be 
equipped to enter matrimony. 
Wherein this school differs from 
other vocational training schools is 
that it takes no account of wom- 
an's invasion of the business world. 
Stenography, typewriting, nor the 
manipulation of any of the labor- 
saving machines such as is required 
of a girl entering an office or fac- 
tory, are not taught. The second 
purpose of the school is to make 
the pupils feel that they are self- 
sustaining even as they learn. For 


this reason their needlework is 
marketed or made upon order, the 
receipts going to the maintenance 
of their common home. 

Due to the output of fine needle- 
work, which in volume and per- 
fection of workmanship, in the 
midst of so much mechanization 
has become almost unique.

In every generation, none more 
so than the present, women have 
desired that garments and furnish- 
ings for very special purposes, the 
bride’s linen supply and her, trous- 
seau, the infant’s christening robe 
and layette, be put together and 
embellished by hand. “Convent 
made,” a bride likes to say of her 
monogrammed bed and table linen. 
“Conveht made” a mother likes to 
say of her children’s best clothes. 
Especially in these days when chil- 
dren’s garments, to be smart, must 
look simple, does a proud mother 
like to indulge her children in 
handwork, smocking, briar stitch- 
ing, scallops, etc., known to be ex-

pensive but so simple in effect. 
And lingerie, especially ‘for the 
woman who wants her intimate be- 
longings dainty and artful as well 
as durable, must be made by hand. 

Unless it is imported from some 
foreign country not yet dominated 
by the machine, ‘“‘convent made” 
here in St. Louis usually means 
made at St. Philomena’s. There 
was a time before the age of 
power machiues and mass produc- 
tion when the Sisters of St. Philo- 
mena and their pupils made every 
sort of women’s garments, and it 
was not unusual for them to un- 
dertake commissions for the bride’s 
dress as well as her lingerie, for the 
gowns of the entire wedding party 
and a whole season’s wardrobe for 
a lady of fashion. Nowadays the 
dressmaking department is chiefly 
occupied with fashioning garments 
for those who find themselves hard 
to fit in the ready-to-wear depart- 
ments or the patronage of an exclu- 
sive few who still demand individ- 
ual creations made to order. For 
these the nuns must keep up with 
the fashions. That's why we fre- 
quently see them in their swanlike 
head dresses and somber habits at 
the fashion shows and that’s why 
advanced fashion magazines were 
to be found scattered about so in- 
congruously on the tables of the re- 
ligious house. 

As the first orphanage estab- 
lished in St. Louis, St. Philomena’s 
was founded during the regime of 
Bishop Rosati at Fifth and Walnut. 
In 1864 it moved to Clark and 
Ewing and 21 years ago moved 
into its present quarters, a com- 
modious and admirably equipped 
building, impressive evidence of its 
continued prosperity. 

Sister Ludovine, for 42 years the 
superior, now succeeded in that 
position by Sister Clare, but stil) 
active and interested, told me they 
had not yet begun to worry about 
the encroachments of the machine 
age and had no expectation of al- 
tering their methods. She seemed 
sanguine of always being able to 
place their graduates with their 
strictly domestic equipment in self- 
sustaining occupations as they are 
turned out upon the world. 


‘We always find places for 
them,” she said. “We do not let 
them go until we can place them 
and they seldom stay with us long- 
er than four years, ; 

“They go into dress-making 
shops and the fitting rooms of the 
big stores for you see they have 
all-round training in cutting, fit- 
ting, tailoring as well as fancy nee- 
dlework. Many of them develop 
executive ability and have gone far 
in the work they take up. They 
are equipped for this also since they 
are grounded in academic learning 
up to the eighth grade or in high 
school grades if they desire. Half 
of each day is spent in the school- 
room. Then they are trained in 
every department of housework. 
They are taught the planning and 


serving of meals and marketing. 
And they are taught some of the 
accomplishments of home-making 
as distinguished from mere house- 
keeping. Every girl is encouraged 
to learn to play the piano ag we 
believe that is one means of making 
home life attractive.” 

“They must then take up do- 
mestic service if they do not get 
into some of the sewing trades,” I 
observed. 

“Oh, no,” responded Sister Ludo- 
vine. “Our girls seldom go into 
domestic service in private homes. 
I do not know why as some df 
those positions are quite lucrative,” 
- . . Ps 

OING through the building it 
G was noted how many-windowed 

and sunny were those large 
rooms in the semicircular wings 
which distinguish the building, 
how bright and shining were al! 
the faces and the general air of 
cheerfulness that prevailed amid 
so much industry. 

“We have almost our full quota 
of 65 girls at present,” it was ¢x- 
plained. “No girl is obliked to en- 
ter the training school unless she 
chooses to. They may go immedi- 
ately from the orphanages into 
some industry, serve an apprentice- 
ship and so become independent. 
That is why those who do come to 
us are an appreciative, congenial, 
happy group among whom there is 
seldom any serious trouble, The 
only requirements for entrance are 
that a girl be poor, dependent and 
that she be irrepraachable in her 
own character. It doesn't make 
any difference what her anteced- 
ents have been You ask what be- 
comes of our girls, where most of 
them go to and wherein they have 
distinguished themselves? I should 
say most of them leave here to gu, 
very shortly, at least, into homcs 
of their own. That is where they 
excel and what most of our girls 
have become, good wives and 
mothers.”

‘Head and Face Infections 


T is a well established fact {, 
medicine that certain combina. 
tions of time, place and infecting 
agents make for more serious djs. 
eases than do others. 

A tuberculosis germ landing ji, 
the skin may give rise to a loca 
ulceration of no immediate danger 
while the same germ landing oy 
the brain coverings can cause th. 
almost invariably fatal condition o¢ 
tuberculosis meningitis. 

Broncho-pneumonia in a child is 
always a serious matter but, fo). 
lowing measles, it threatens disas. 
ter. 

Infections anywhere in or on the 
body are dangerous, but when in. 
volving the head or face they ars 
especially threatening. 

There ere many reasons to ac. 
count for this. The head and face 
have an extraordinarily rich supply 
of arteries, veins and lymph chap. 
nels. The result is that infectious 
material is quickly absorbed from 
this region, and may spread rapidly. 

The proximity of the brain, and 
the meninges, its coverings, makes 
for added hazard, for their very 
nearness increases the liability of 
their becoming involved. 

For these reasons, and others a 
pus infection on a finger is painful 
but not very dangerous, while a 
small boil at the angle of the nose 
and the cheek, may not be as pain. 
ful, but is exceedingly liable to be 
followed by serious complications. 

Infections of thw lips, nose, eyg 
region, and scalp demand immedi. 
ate and expert handling. Above all 
such infections should not be fin. 
gered or squeezed. 

Rough handling of boils and pim 
ples 
and imposes a 
body’s defenses. 

Squeezing a boil which has not 
been opened may also force some 
of the infectious materia! into 
neighboring veins or smal! arteri- 
oles, causing a further, and very 
serious, spreading of the infectious 
material, 


Easily Cleaned. 

The pan in which milk has been 
boiled will wash out easily if a 
cover is put over the pan as soon 
as the milk is poured out and be 
fore the steam escapes. Allow the 
pan to cool before taking off the 
cover. Then fill with cold water 
and let it soak until ready to wash.

For these reasons, and others, a 
pus infection on a finger is painful 
but not very dangerous, while a 
small boil at the angle of the nose 
and the cheek, may not be as pain- 
ful, but is exceedingly liable to be 
followed by serious complications. 

Infections of the lips, nose, eye 
region, and scalp demand immedi- 
ate and expert handling. Above all 
such infections should not be fin- 
gered or squeezed. 

Rough handling of boils and pim 
ples ‘injures the involved tissue 
and imposes a handicap on the 
body’s defenses. 

Squeezing a boil which has not 
been opened may also force some 
of the infectious materia) into 
neighboring veins or small arteri- 
oles, causing a further, and very 
serious, spreading of the infectious 
material.

The Child's Nature 
N medieval times the child was 
| tookea upon as a heathen, con- 
ceived in sin and inherently 
prene to mischief. 
this viewpoint, the ro- 
mantic humanists of the eighteenth 
eentury projected their own ¢2-., 
tremist conception of a child as a 
pure and uncorrupted creature, 
whose pristine character becomes 
spoiled by contact with society. . 
Both views are unbalanecd, 
though each contains some truth. 
In a sense the child is a pagan, 
self-centered and unequipped for 
social life and tending to become 
corrupted by that life which 
teaches the necessity for dissimula- 
tion and a certain amount of moral 
pretense. 
But the modern viewpoint on the 
nature of the chi!! holds that it is 
neither good nor bad, and that it 
can be made good or bad by the 
nature of the forces applied to it 
and in accordance with what we 
conceive good and bad to be. 
In this sense, discipline is a mat- 
ter of education. The child must 
be taught how to behave in its re- 
lationship with others even as it 
must be taught its alphabet and 
multiplication tables. 
Discipline starts earlier. How- 
ever, it is not a thing in itself; it 
is, rather, an element that enters 
into every contact between the 
child and those about it. 
Given the right attitude and the 
correct relationship, the child will 
seldom need to be disciplined. 
What is this right attitude and 
correct relationship? Or, phras- 
ing it in a simpler way, what in- 
strument or agency is used in 
teaching discipline to a child? 
The most common answer is the 
authority of the parent. But this 
answer is incorrect, Not author- 
ity, but affection is the most ef- 
fective instrument. 

Every child needs affection, re- 
assurance, a sense of belonging and 
security. Every child can be taught 
that certain actions bring approval, 
others disapproval. 

And, after all, the home ig the 
child’s world and the training field 
for the bigger world outside.
